Four young guitar players, who 
were dragged from the wreck of the burning 
‘planes and rushed to hospital, are still in a 
serious condition, and it is feared that, even 
if they recover they. will be blind 

The -City of Medellin, the second largest 
town of Colombia, was plunged into mourn- 
ing to-day as the flower-strewn coffins of Don 
Carlos Gardel, the popular Argentine film 
star, and the eighteen other victims of the 
crash were ‘taken from the cathedral to the 
burial ground. 

Air Pilot Ernesto Samper, known as the 
‘Lindbergh of Colombia,’ was burnt to 
death. in the disaster. 

Eye-witnesses declare that at the moment 
of the disaster the airport was packed with 
a crowd of 50,000 persons. 

Samper’s “plane, carrying fourteen pas- 
sengers, taxied down the field, and had just 
risen into the air when the wing came into 
violent contact with another ‘plane belong- 
ing to the Scadta (German Colombian Line). 
The impact was so violent that both "planes 
immediately burst into flames, which rose 
sixty feet into the air and could not be 
extinguished for more than two hours. 
Women shtieked with horror at the scene, 
and the police and military had an anxious 
time controlling the terrified crowds. The 
German ‘plane contained eight passengers, 
of whom four were killed, as well as the 
pilot and co-pilot and steward of the ’plane.

Wicklow Gold 


he publicity which prospecting for gold 
in County Wicklow is getting in the Dail 
and outside it recalls the efforts made to 
mine the precious metal in that county 
under Grattan’s Parliament and in the 
first half of the last century. Some years 
before the Union gold was, by accidental 
discovery, found to occur where granite 
joined with clay-slate in the beds of 
streams flowing from Croghan Kinsela on 
the Wicklow-Wexford berder. Sometimes 
it was found in big lumps, sometimes in 
one piece weighing

the pieces, 

twenty-two ounces, and others eighteen, 
nine and seven. - It was invariably found 
with other metals in a stratum of clay, 
sand, gravel and rock, covered with clay, 
and embedded from twenty to fifty feet in 
the bed and banks of the streams. Before 
the authorities took up the work the 


country people round about collected large 
quantities, and at the time it was said 
that £10,000 had been paid to them for 
what they sold. That must have repre- 
sented considerable fortunes for some of 
them in those days. 


Operations Abandoned 


The Government of the time took over 
the Wicklow gold workings and operated 
them for some years under the direction 
of a Mr. Weaver and other experts. 
Within a period of two years or so the 
Government workings gave a yield of 945 
ounces, and this quantity was sold for 
£3,675. Several attempts were made to 
discover the original deposit of the very 
valuable metal, but the cost of these and 
of the workings themselves was more 
than the financial return and the opera- 
tions were abandoned. It was hoped that 
if the prospectors traced the streams to 
their sources and uncovered the under- 


lying rock the operators might reach the- 


metal-hbearing veins whose disintegration 
gave the beds of the streams their gold- 
yielding sand and soil. The attempt was 
unfruitful, and the source of the gold 
remained nature’s secret. The localities 
from which most gold was extracted were 


Ballinvally, Ballintemple, and Killa- 
hurler, and these lie all in the same 
valley Smaller quantities were found 


elsewhere at places like Croghan Moira, 
Ballycrea, and Ballynacapogue, but the 
metal in these was so little that it was 
not worth while to operate’ there. 
‘Associated with the gold were. magnetic 
ironstone up to half a hundred weight, 
iron pyrites, brown and red hematite, 
wolfram, manganese, fragments of tin- 
stone in crystal formation, and quartz, 
and these occur in the*quartz-in Croghan 
Kinsela. The gold itself was rich yellow 
in colour, soft and malleable. Its specific 
assay was 19. An assay of 24 grains made 
by Weaver gave pure gold 22.58 and. 


silver 1.38. Another assay by a Mr. 
IAlchorn. assay master in London. gave 
for 24 grains 21.75 fine gold, 1.875 silver, 
and 0.195 of a grain of an iron-copper 
alloy.

SEVEN MEN FINED IN 


EDINBURGH 
| | 


Seven men were each of them fined £10, 
with the alternative of one month’s imprison- 
ment, at Edinburgh yesterday, on charges 
arising out of disturbances at the Waverley 
Market just before the holding of a meeting 
on Monday night in connection with the 
Eucharistic Céngress. They were given a 
week in which to pay. 

Mr. W. W. Allan, who prosecuted, said 
that when the clergy were arriving for the 
meeting some young people became rowdy, 
and a crowd. gathered. About a thousand 
people were moved on into St. Andrew's 
square, but they assembled in the vicinity of 
the High street and began marching in 
formation. They shouted nasty remarks 
against the Roman Catholic religion, and 
incited the Roman Catholics to cause 
trouble. There were several fights. Some 
of the men were armed with sticks and other 
weapons, and missiles were thrown. 

The crowd in the High street grew to 
over two thousand, and if the situation had 
not been well handled by the police it might 
have become serious, 

One of the men told Sheriff Brown that he 
was assaulted, and retaliated. while another 
said that he intervened when he saw a man 
strike a priest. 

Sheriff Brown said that it was a serious 
matter and a public menace.

embezzlement of rates collected by them for 
Leitrim County Council. : 

There were fifty counts in the indictment 
against Michael Wrynn, involving a sum of 
£448 Ss. ld. He pleaded guilty. ' 

Mr. O'Leary, for the defence, said that 
Wrynn, up to. the present, had borne. an 
excellent character, and also had a fine 
national record. In November, 1920, he had 
to go ‘‘on the run” owing to his activities, 
the furniture from his: home had to be re- 
moved to save it from burning, and his cattle 
had also to be sent away. A brother of the 
accused, Brigadier-Generat Wrynn, had been 
killed in the Gorvagh ambush, and his mother, 
a retired school teacher, was obliged to leave 
her home during the “Black and Tan” 
period, and, as a result of her ordeals, died 
at a comparatively sarly age. Another result 
of that terrible time was that a younger 
brother of Wrvynn’s hecame an imbecile. e 
accused man was present at the shooting of 
the late Mr. Patrick Reynolds, T.D., and 
Detective Officer McGeehan. in 1932. His 
application for a pension before the Military 
Pensions Tribunal was turned down, and his 
father’s claim for-losses sustained was Icdged 
too late.

COUNTY COUNCIL'S 
RESENTMENT

A month ago the Clare County Council re. 
quested the Local Appointments Commis- 
sioners to furnish their reasons for recom- 
mending Dr. 8.

At a meeting of the Council 
yesterday, Mr, Sein Brady (Chairman) pre- 
siding, a reply from the Commissioners was 
re.d, stating that all the candidates for this. 
post had been interviewed by a competent 
j'oard set up by the Commissioners, and in 
accordance with the usual practice the most 
high! ualified and suitable candidate— 
namely, Dr. Scanlon—had been recommended 
for appointment, - 

The Chairman said that Dr. Tommy Daly, - 
a native of Clare, and a well known inter. 
county Gaelic hurler, bad been turned down, 
and a 73-years-old dispensary doctor selected 
in his stead, * ' 

Mr. C. Halpin (U.L.P.) said it was a farce 
to ask the Council to sanction an appoint- 
ment that they were totally opposed to. Dr. 
Scanlon, at 73 years of age, who, after 51 
vears’ servieé as a dispensary medical officer, 
could go out on pension any day he liked, 
had been recommended for another position. 

Mr. D. Healy (F.F.) said that when the 
present Government asked the people to put 
them into power they made promises to 
restore to public bodies certain powers taken 
away from them by the previous Government.

Three students of Dublin University— 
Mr. E. W. Pike, Mr. A. Northridge and 
Mr. C. W. Bradfield, who were passengers 
in the train, said that the obstruction must 
have been invisible to the driver (Thomas 
Sutton, Bray) owing to the heavy rain.

The moment the coach struck the pile 
flames burst from the front.

Two girls to whom we spoke caid “ Thank 
God.’’

Some minutes later the Dun 
Laoghaire fire brigade arrived and imme- 
diately got to work with a hose. Both 
men, were unanimous in their opinion of 
the driver. ‘‘ He was wonderful,” they 
said, and it was, undoubtedly, his prompt 
action in applying the brakes full on that 
saved what might have been a terrible 
disaster. 


DR. DRUMM INTERVIEWED 


Dr. Drumm, ‘who was quickly onthe 
scene after the accident, told the reporter : 
“1 believe that if it had: been a steam 
train it would have toppled over “when 
the front carriage mounted the obstruc- 
tion. Owing to the very low centre of 
gravity in the Drumm train this was pre- 
vented. Only about 20 per cent. of the 
batteries have been damaged; the rest 
are almost perfect.” Dr. Drumm also 
paid a tribute to the conduct of the driver. 

Mr. A. F. Martim, engimeer to the 
E.S.B., who, by a strange coincidence, was 
sitting on the verandah of a hotel at Dun 
Laoghaire which overlooks the scene of 
the accident, said: “ We were listening to 
the thunder when we heard the wall 
crashing in on the rails. We ran to the 
cutting, which is about forty feet away, 
and saw the Drumm train from Sandycove 
aporoeching. I yelled to the driver, but 
naturally he did.not hear me. The train, 
however, was pulled up after the first 
coach had piled itself over the débris from 
the wall. It was a short circuit in the 
batteries that caused them to throw out a 
flame, but it would be wrong to sav that 
there was an actual fire. I think the 
driver of the train, Tom Sutton, deserves 
a Victoria Cross for his fine work to- 
nicht.” he added,

He expressed the conviction that 
Nanking’s policy would lead to the ulti- 
mate destruction of China, and added that 
phe was convineed that the conciliatory 
policy of the Japanese foreign policy was 
merely camouflage, and that in reality the 
differences between the Japanese military 
leaders and the Foreign Office were non- 
existent.

e Labour Party failed to follow the 
admirable example set by the Opposition 
in that House, or to appreciate the fact, 
which was succinctly put by Lord Marley, 
that a bill containing so many excellent 
features should be immune from party 
criticism until its effect was seen in opera- 
tion. But, in spite of the motion for 
rejection yesterday, there are grounds for 
hoping that the House of Commons as a 
whole will accept the view that the virtues 
of the bill depend to no small extent upon 
its swift passage into law. So long as 
there is no legal check upon ribbon 
development save in a few favdéured and 
prescient counties, the evil practice will 
continue, and will be accelerated by the 
prospect that sooner or later there will 
inevitably be such a check. 

It may be natural that those—they are 
few in number, but 
versed in the technical aspects of the 
problem—who have profited by ribbon 
development should strain every nerve to 
obtain a further delay, sufficient for them 
to border many more miles of roads with 
houses. But Parliament, which so often 
proclaim; its indifference to sectional 
vested interests of ‘this kind, should not 
be deceived into spending an inordinate 
period upon the discussion of endless 
technical points. The main facts, which 
must never be forgotten, are that al! 
parties and nearly all individuals are 
pledged to check ribbon development, 
that the pledge will, in practice, be broken 
if the bill is too long delayed; that any 
errors committed and discovered in 
practice can be corrected by an amendiny 
bill, and that errors will be avoided by 
common-sense on the part of local

The MINISTER said that when he first 
circulated his motion his intention was to 
confine the inquiry to those allegations, 
but he had since been approached by the

- DISGUSTING 


The Minister said that he was dis- 
appointed that Deputy McGilligan had 
not availed himself of the opportunities of 
stating his charges specifically or withdraw- 
ing them. Deputy McGilligan’s motion was 
the most disgusting motion that ever 
appeared on the Order Paper. It was 
possible for anybody to make insinuations ; 
it took more courage to make allegations. 

One of the allegations was that the lease 
had been made under conditions of secrecy. 
That allegation amused him, as he remem- 
bered that when the, Mines and Minerals 
Bill ‘was going through the Dail in 1931 
he, as a deputy in Opposition, proposed

SPEAKER INTERVENES 


The SPEAKER said that the merits 
of the question could not be discussed 
there.

Mr, LEMASS said that he thought it 
necessary that a Committee should investi- 
gate the charges, though they were made 
by imsinuation rather than by allegation. 

An impression had been made in the 
minds of deputies and in the minds of the 
public which must be removed either by 
withdrawal or an investigation by a 
Select Committee. At the request of the 
lessees and other interests involved he 
had extended the scope of the inquiry to 
cover all the facts and circumstances re- 
lating to the making of the lease. He

Mr. COSGRAVE* (0.1, “Cork” Bityf í 


said that the Minister, on his own State-

TOO LATE 


Mr. McGILLIGAN said the Minister's 
proposal was not the one sent out under 
the ordinary rules. Was the present pro- 
posal handed in in time? 

The SPEAKER—If the deputy had put 
me that question before the motion was 
under discussion I might have had some- 
thing to say, but it is too late now. There 
might have been some doubt as to whether 
‘this motion was handed in in time, but 
the matter not having been raised until 
it was under discussion for half-an-hour, 
no answer is demanded.

COMMANDANT O'BRIEN'S 
REMARKS TO GUARDS

HE trial of Leo O’Brien, Commandant 
of the National Army, on the charge of 
the murder of Join A. Stokes, civil 

servant, at 35 Mespil road, Dublin, on 3rd 
» November, » was continued, before Mr. 
Justice Johnston and a jury, in the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. M. Maguire, KL. and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State Solli- 
citor) prosecuted; Mr. C. Lavery. K.C., T.D., 

. BP, J. Roe, K.C., and Mr. P. J. Nugent 
(instructed by Mr. P, F. O'Reilly, solicitor) 


Detective-Officer John J. Ward described 
the arrest of O’Brien at Beggars’ Bush Bar- 
racks, and how, having been told Mr. Stokes 
was dead, O’Brien said, ‘‘It serves him damn 
well right.” He found a parabellum pistol 
in O’Brien’s overcoat, and O’Brien said, 
“ That ‘is my gun. I threw another at 33 
Mespil road.’ The parabellum had an empty 
cartridge in the breach and four live rounds 
in the magazine. 

On the way to the station O’Brien said, 
“He is not much loss,” referring to Stokes. 
O’Brien was sober and seemed normal, but 
his breath smelled of intoxicating liquor. 


BEHAVIOUR IN STATION. 


Detective-Officer Kilkenny, in reply to Mr. 
Lavery, said thatron the night of the shooting 
of Stokes, when the accused man was under 
arrest. in the Irishtown Police Station, he was 
staggering. He first noticed. the staggering 
about an hour after O’Brien’s arrival at the 
station. At about 10 o'clock O'Brien fell off 
a chair in the sergeants’ mess and was not 
able to.get up. 

r. V. M. Synge, who examined Stokes's 
body, said that he was summoned to 
Mespil road, but the man was dead. 

Dr. McGrath, State Pathologist, gave 
evidence regarding the nature of the deceased 
man’s wounds, and said that he formed the 
opinion that the injuries were inflicted at 
close ary 

Guard Finnegan, Donnybrook, corroborated 
previous evidence that there was no shell in 
the breach of the gun left. at 33 Mespil road. 
The witness demonstrated. for the judge and 
jury, with an automatic pistol, that a shell 
could not be fired directly from the maga 
vine. The shell must be in the breach. 


REQUEST TO VISIT WIFE 


Sergeant Lockhart, who was im charge of 
O’Brien at the Bridewell, said that the ac- 
cused man was quiet and in a kind of stupor 
in his cell on Saturday night. He slept all 
that night, and the witness had no talk with 
him.. On Sunday night, when he went into 
the cell to inquire if O’Brien had enough 
blankets, O’Brien asked him if Stokes was 
dead, and he also asked if his bicycle was 
there. O’Brien was not in a dazed condition 
on Sunday night. 

Superintendent R. O'Connell said that when 
the charge was read to O’Brien and he had 
been cautioned, O’Brien was asked if he had 
any statement to make, O’Brien replied, 
“No statement.”” When O’Brien was about 
to be taken to the  Bridewell at 
11.40 p.m. he asked the Superintendent 
if he would allow him, on the way, to 
go to Beggars’ Bush Barracks to see his 
wife. The witness replied that he could not 
allow. him to do so, and asked if O’Brien had 
any message for his wife. O’Brien said: 
“No; but [ would like to see her” At
